HICAGOSKY 
SCRAPER AFIRE 


'MASONTC TEMPLE IIASNAIl- 
«OW ESCAPE 


Herole Work of Employeii Saves 
the structure and 
of the 
Occupants of the Building— 
Oamage Amounts to S^O^OOO« 


Chicago, Jan. 23,—Fire broke out this af­ 
ternoon In the Masonic temple twenty- 
Ktory sky scraper, one square east of the 
iroquois theatre. Owing to the fact up­ 
ward of 2,000 people occupy offices and 
stores in the giant structure 
the 
fire 
fauRed much excitement. 


Tho Berics of elevators surrounding the 
rntiinda in tho center of the building con­ 
tinued to run while smoke and flames is- 
su«k1 from windows of the fourth story, 
wl|iero the fire originated. People were re- 
mfoved from the upper floors as rapidly as 
T>Qfifilblo. Great crowds of spectators sur- 
ro/iinded tho temple, being drawn frpm the 
fii.shionable shopping district 
of 
State 
syroiit and adjoining thoroughfares. The 
RUght of the majestic structure through 
f/loiKls of Kmoko and flames was one long 
t o bo remembered. 


The firn was out within an hour. 
A

number of persons in the employ of H. 
Frlerllnnder, in whose suite of rooms the 
fire originated, w’ore slightly injured by 
) names and smoke. The origin of the fire 
was caused by an explosion of chemicals. 


For a time the fire raged on three floors 
and there w a s much excitement among 
nceupants, but everybody qscaped by 
si airways and elevators and i some »norc 
excited persons by fire escapes. 
Con­ 
ductors of elevators did heroic work, run­ 
ning 
their cars 
through 
smoke-laden 
s'hafis imtil every one w'as out of. the 
ini lining. Loss, S50,000. 


The fire is said to have been caused by 
a lighted match carelessly thrown into a 
pile of excelsior in a room on the fifth 
floor. That damage to property and In- 
fiividuals w’as not greater Was probably 
(Ine to the effeiciency of the lire drill of 
xlie employes, organized since the Iroquois 
theatre fire. ,^'\\'Tien the great bell at the 
top of the rotunda sounded the alarm 
everj’^ janitor, engineer and fireman ih the 
building responded and long before the 
(ire department reached the scene the 
temple fire brigade had attached hose to 
The standpipes which extend from the 
basement to the roof of the structure and 
'Mght streams of w'ater were turned upon 
the conflagration by the temple firemen. 
The fire department used but little of its 
hose, the building equipment being called 
into use.

ThLs note, 
along with $66, a gold watch and opal pin, 
was missing from the attorney's body 
when it w'as idintified by relatives at the 
morgue. 


Attorney Schwartz, who gave the police 
the clew which led to Klawans’ arrest, 
says'Klawans gave him the note and ask­ 
ed him to “turn it into money” for him, 
saying a friend had given It to him. 
Schwartz says that as soon as he. learned 
the circumstances he decided to turn the 
note over to the police and did so. He 
docs not approve of Klawans’ arrest, as 
he believ'es his story of how he got the 
note is true. 


BERUN NEWS 


Berlin, Jan, 23.—Referring to the gov­ 
ernment's Polish policy in the diet to day. 
Count von Buelow said agitation in upper 
Silesia w.as evidently intended to prevent 
Oermanizatlon of the population and to 
foster. pan-Polish .sentiments- He declared 
upper Silesia w'as as e.s.sential to Ger­ 
many’s economic development as it would 
be to her national defense in event of for­ 
eign complications and that the pemeat- 
irig of Germany’s thickly populated fron­ 
tier land with the idea of a greater Polajid 
constituted a grave danger. The govern­ 
ment, the chancellor continued, will be 
compelled to adopt as vigorous measures 
in upper Silesia as it had done in Posen 
and W^estphalia and would do everything 
in its power to make Silesia a German 
country.

ARMY BILL 
DISCUSSED. 


HOUSE CONSUMES THE EK- 
TIRE DAY. 


Only Part of Bill Disposed of 
Before Adjournment — Army 
Retirements and Promotions 
—Capital Notes. 


Washington, Jan. 23.—The house devoted 
the entire day to consideration of the 
army appropriation bill in committee of 
the whole. 
Robinson (Dem., Ind.) took 
occasion to criticise the w'ar department 
for expenditures made by the bureau of 
ordnance and fortifications in connection 
with the Langley airship, declaring such 
expenditures were without sancton of 
congress and that the airship was with­ 
out utility. Only twelve of the forty-one 
pages of the bill had been read for amend­ 
ment when the house adjourned. 


The provision of the bill for construc­ 
tion of a submarine cable from Sitka to 
Fort Li.scum, Alaska, went out on a point 
of order. 


A spirited discussion was precipitate<l 
by Hemenway, chairman of the appro­ 
priation committee, who proposed limita­ 
tion on the purchase of books and period­ 
icals for the army. 
The Dreyfus case, 
French novels and character of books in 
the department library were among sub­ 
jects' discussed. 
The amendment finally 
prevailed providing for purchase of tech­ 
nical and professional works only. 


A' reisoiutloh caliihg on the secretary of 
Resolutions calling on the secretary of 
the navy for information as to the num­ 
ber of carriages maintained by the gov- 
ment for the use of his department was 
adopted. 


ARMY CHANGES. 


This was a red letter day in arm y'his­ 
tory, for it marked the end of the whole­ 
sale program of retirements and promo­ 
tions Incident to reorganization of the 
army. Three general officers were retired 
to day—Gens. Wallace Randolph, chief of 
iirtlllery; C. J. Allen and T. E. True. 
Brig. Gen. George I. Gillespie, for sev­ 
eral, years chief of en^neers, bficlime 
major general and chief assistant to'Lieu­ 
tenant General Chaffee. 
Còl. ÀleStander 
Mackenzie became brigadier general and 
also assumed the duty of chief of engi­ 
neers. F ien d s S. Dodge became paymas­ 
ter general, vice Battes, retired. 
Col. 
WUllam E. Dougherty becomes brigadier 
general and retires Sunday. glving place 
to Col. William S. McCaskey. Col. John 
P. Story assumed the duties of chief of 
artillery. 
. 


CAPITAL NOTES. 


The urgent deficiency appropriation Wll 
was completed to‘day by the house com­ 
mittee on appropriations. The bill carries 
a total of $n,:si,308, |300,000 of which Is 
for rural free dellv’ery.

Democratic senators In conference to 
da;y. agreed to present a resolution Mon­ 
day asking for all correspondence between 
the United States and Colombia since 
negotiation of the Hay-Herran treaty. 


I t has been determined definitely no 
financial legislation will be enacted at the 
present session of congress. 


Chairm.an Townoy of the. house commit­ 
tee on indu.strlal arts and expositions will 
next week introduce a bill providings for a 
loan • of ?4;500,0()0 for^ the Louisiana Pur­ 
chase composition. The loan is to be guar­ 
anteed by a lien on the gate receipts. 


ARREST DIAMOND THIEF. 


Minneapolis, Jan. 23.—James Waiters, 
alleged to be one of the most successful 
diamond thieves in the United States,* was 
arrested at the Rational hotel by a detec­ 
tive just before he intended to leave for 
Chicago. More than 112,000 worth of dia­ 
monds were found In his possession, while 
lie confessed to having disposed of about 
113,000 worth of stones in the past three 
weeks. 


TOWN,DESTROYED. 


Troldhjem, Norway, Jan. 23.—The town 
of Aalesund, having 8,000 inhabitants, was 
completely destroyed by fire to day. Loss, 
1 4 , 0 0 0 , The entire population is home­ 
less. There was no loss of life. - 


STREETER IN PRISON.

Allentown, Pa., Jan. 23.—Mrs. Catharine 
Bechtel, mother of Mabel Bechtel, who 
was found murdered last October, was to 
day acquitted of the charge of being an 
accessory to the murder after the fact. 
Her trial occupied nine days and tho jury 
deliberated one hour before rendering a 
verdict of not guilty. Mrs. Bechtel was 
immediately released from custody and 
went to her home accompanied by her 
sons and daughters. Martha, her young­ 
est daughter and her sons John and 
Charles are under Indictment on a similar 
charge, but their trials have been post­ 
poned until the April term of court. 


LETTER CI.BABÍB 
A MYSTERY 


Thomas Burrows, Who Disap« 
peered from Qniney in 1S68, 
* Located in Dj^lni; Con­ 
dition in a Hospital 
in Mc .y Ic o . 


Quincy, Jan. 23.—A letter received by 
Postma.ster Wilcox from a city in Old 
Mexico ciéars up the mystery of the dis­ 
appearance of T h o m a s Burrow^s, who left 
this city thirty-six years ago and who 
had not been heard of since. The lettlir 
states that an old man giving his name 
as Thomas Burrows and who claimed to 
hâve a .son In Quincy, aslced to have the 
postma.ster locate him. He was In a dy­ 
ing condition In a hospital at tho time the 
letter was written. • 


The postmaster turned the letter over 
lo Thomas Burrows, an employe of a 
local bank, who is the only surviving 
member of thé family In this city. 
An 
effort wi!l be made to learn the full par­ 
ticulars conc2rnlng the aged man. 


Thomas Burrows was an employe of the 
C,, B. & Q. railroad in this city at tho 
time of his disappearance in 1868. He had 
just drawn his month’s wages, amount­ 
ing to $85, when he disappeared as com­ 
pletely a s if tiro earth had swallowed him. 


He was a member of several societies 
and these aided the wife in an effort to 
find him. It was finally agreed by every 
one that he had been the victim of rob­ 
bers. 


His wife afterward married, but died 
.«everal years ago. 
The" case w'as for­ 
gotten and brought to mind only by the 
older inhabitants when the postmaster re­ 
ceived the startling letter from Mexico. 


HELD CHILD OVER FIRE.

Officer Sherlock found the child lying 
on a dirty pallet on the floor, moaning in 
agony. Its burns had received no medical 
attention the w’oman merely applying a 
greA.sed cloth.

DANGER POINT PASSED. 


Pittsburg, Jan. 23.-The flood danger at 
this point has passed. All day long both 
rivers continued to rise until 5 o’clock this 
evening. From that hour on the waters 
have receded. Headwater points of both 
the Allegheny *and Monongahela rivers re­ 
ports to night show them to be either sta­ 
tionary or falling. 


A roundup of damage done in the Pitts­ 
burg district demonstrates ' t h a t actual 
damage done will not reach the high fig­ 
ures at first given out and will probably 
not exceed a half million dollari?. To this 
amount, however, must be added the loss 
to manufacturers and mills through being 
forced to shut down and workmen through 
suspended wage.s.-which will run the total 
close to the million mark. As yet no loss 
of life has been reported, but suffering In 
the flooded portions of Pittsburg and Alle­ 
gheny have been great.

DEMOCRATIC 
SENATORS 


HOLD CONFERENCE ON THE 
PANAMA QUESTION. 


Agree Upon Resolution Asklngr 
for All Correspondence Be­ 
tween United and Colombia- 
Several Will Vote for Treaty. 


W’ashington, Jan. 23.—Democratic sen­ 
ators were in conference almost three 
hours to day on the PanamtE-question and 
when they adjourned it was announced 
the conference had agreed upon resolu­ 
tions to be presented to the senate asking 
for all correspondence between "the United 
States and Colombia since the negotia­ 
tions of the Hay-Herran treaty, also di­ 
recting the senate committee on foreign 
relations to inquire into events connected 
with the Panam a revolution. 


During the conference there was more 
or less reference to the merits of the canal 
treaty and in that connection several .sen­ 
ators express?ed themselv'es as very anxi­ 
ous to secure the canal. Some wont so far 
as to say they w’ould vote for the treaty, 
but all condemned the methods of the 
administration in connection with tjie 
Panam a uprising. 
Senator Aloney was 
among those who announced themselves 
for the treaty. Senator Clay and others 
expressed themselves as very desirious 
that an amicable arrangement bo secured 
with Colombia and in this connection hope, 
was expres.sed that the United States 
w'ould see its way clear to accept the 
proposition said to have been made by 
General Reyes that the United 
States 
should pay Colombia $10,000,00. 


Among those who spoke in opposition to 
the treaty were Bailey. Morgan and Till­ 
man. Some speakers who took opposing 
view sharply criticised tho.se who favor 
the treaty. 


There was no effort to secure a rule for 
united action on the treaty and the gen­ 
eral opinion among the senators was that 
there will hie no such effort unless positive 
information .should be secured showing 
the complicity of this government in the 
Panam a rebellion. 


PANAMA CONVENTION. 


Panam a,' Jan. 23.—After a heated debate 
on religious questions the constitutional 
convention adopted an article guarantee­ 
ing freedom- of worship, but agreeing to 
provide assistance toward 
founding 
a 
Catholic seminary; also exempting min­ 
isters of religion “from charges for and 
employment in public services, civil or 
military. 


An article on territorial division states 
that the republic is composed of what 
constituted the old Panam a state, accord­ 
ing to the Colombian laws of 1S53, and 
later on the department of Panama with 
the island and the continental territory 
aw'arded by arbitral decision of the presi­ 
dent of France with limitations of juris­ 
diction stipulated in present and future 
conventions with the United States for 
consruction, an,d sanitation of the inter- 
oceanic route of transit. 


THE BEDFORD MÜRDEB 


Man Arrested at Crothersville 
for the Crime—Police Think 
He is the CcUllty One. 


Bedford, III., Jan. 23.—Authorities be­ 
lieve that in the arrest at Crothersville of 
a man giving the name of Fred Branham 
they have the murderer of Mi.ss Sarah 
Schaefer. 
His clothes are sotted with 
blood, his face bears numerous scratches 
and upon the back of his head aro several 
wounds Inflicted by .some frail instrument, 
probably an umbrella. In his pocket was 
a letter so old it is hardly legible, but on 
the back is a picture resembling tho.se 
published of Miss Schaefer. 


Branham was arrested for attempting 
tq hold up a saloonkeeper at Crothers­ 
ville. He asserts his home is in Colum­ 
bus, Ind., but he has been at Indianapolis 
several years, and that whon arrested he 
was on his w'ay to Louisville to .see his 
mother and that he has not been in Bed­ 
ford for a number of years. 


The police say they have the testimony 
of a number of persons w'ho claim to have 
seen Miss Schaefer in the company of a 
stranger Thursday evening and allege 
their de.scription of the man tallies with 
that of Branham. 


Late to Tj^jht Mayor Smith received 
word that the man being held by officers 
at Crotherinille is Theodore Branham 
and has no connection with the murder 
i>f Miss Schaefer. 


The court of inquiry in progress here 
since the identification of Miss Sarah 
Schaefer a.s the victim of an atrocious 
murder Thursday night closed Its ses­ 
sion to night without forming a solution 
as to tho Identity of the murderer or an 
accepted motive for the crime. 


Two men have been held as suspects, 
and in one case, th at of Theodore Bran­ 
ham, an alibi has been proved. The only 
tangible evidence against the man detain­ 
ed at Bloomington is his de.scription and 
the fact that he w'as in hiding and resist­ 
ed arrest. 


Search is now being prosecutcd for the 
writer of amysterious letter, supposed to 
be a girl, wherein are expressed state­ 
ments that point tow'ard a mutual ac­ 
quaintance of Mis.s Schaefer, and an un­ 
known man, with whom, it is alleged, .she 
was seen Thursday night. It is believed 
the discovery of the writer would enable 
the authorities to apprehend tiie mur­ 
derer.

He said also that the greatest 
need of the islands, but present indica­ 
tions point to great activity In railroad 
building there. 


“The census will be published In October 
next,” he .said, “and on that date, pro­ 
vided the country is tranquil, as at pres­ 
ent, the government will authorize the 
election of an a.ssembly of not less than 
fifty nor more than one hundred members. 
T^his a.ssembly will bo a legislative body,' 
co-ordinate with the commis.sion, passing 
all enactments for the government of the 
t^irltocy. 
It will be. provided, however, 
thaf should they fall a t any time to-pass 
necessary appropriations, the governor 
and treasurer will have power to do so. 
This.will giv'c the present Philippine com­ 
mission two and a half years more in 
y^hich to complete their arrangements for 
the government of the islands and enact­ 
ment of what they consider ncces.sary 
legislation.” 


Taft said that at present the Filipinos 
aren ot capable of self-government and to 
make a prediction on tho subject would 
be looking too far into the future.

Dr. Fulkerson 
says that war between Japan and Russia 
is inevitable. 
Said Dr. Fulkerson la.st 
evening; 


NOT CASE FOR ARBITRATION, 
There are two things which make It 
almost nece.ssary that the.se two nations 
i:hall fight, Russia believes that it is es- 
senlial to her plan of expansion that she 
possess Corea, Japan also knows thatlier 
Independence depends upon her putting an 
end to the aggressions of Russia In that 
«Jirection. 
As a subterfuge to gain time 
Ru.ssia has propo.sed that Corea be di­ 
vided into a northern and southern zone 
of influence, Ru.ssia to dominate the north­ 
ern and Japan the southern division. Rus­ 
sia has no intention of relaxing its design 
of ultimately possessing the whole of the 
territory m dispute, but the czar knows 
(hat if he can quiet Japan for a few years 
with such an arrangement Russia will 
then be strongly intrenched. that it will 
1)6 easy for her to push Japan out of 
i’orea altogether. Japan understands the 
czar’s plan and dares not agree to any 
plan that will permit Russia getting a 
hold upon Corea. 
Under such circum­ 
stances arbitration is impossible,” 


While Dr. Fulkerson did not .say so in 
iio many words, he evidently believes that 
the result of such a war would be disas­ 
trous to the mikado’s country. 


JAPAN’S GREATEST OBSTACLE. 
“The great obstacle to Japanese suc­ 
cess,” he said, “is financial. Japan would 
(loubtle.ss be able to protect her own ter­ 
ritory from invasion in case the Russians 
should try to carry the war away from 
the mainland. This would mean that all 
the fighting would have to be on the sea 
.'tnd in Corea or Manchuria and the cost 
of maintaining for any length of time on 
foreign soil an army of the size Japan 
would have to send against the Russians 
would be enormous and I do not see 
where the funds for such an undertaking 
would come from. 
j. believg that w’hen 
the war does come Russia will play a 
waiting game and continue the hostilities 
as long as possible with the design of 
ultimately bankrupting Japan. 


“But Japan has the advantage of hav­ 
ing what is undoubtedly the finest navy 
in the Orient. She has a splendid army, 
ITer .soldiers are drilled in modern tactics 
l>y efficient officers. The arnriy is armed 
to the teeth 
with weapons of the latest 
• lesign. - There are no braver people in 
the world than the Japanese. 
They do 
not know the fear of death. Her soldiers 
in war with 
Russia will be inspired by 
l>atrlotism and will fight to the end and 
(lie in the litch. All Japan is dominated 
by the W'ar spirit. 
For 
two 
or theree 
years the Japane.se have felt that the 
clash must come, and they have been 
ready and anxious to trj»^ conclusions with 
Russia, Japanese school children, catch­ 
ing the spirit of their parent.s, arm them­ 
selves with wooden guns and form com- 
nanies and engage in military drills..” 
PLAYING FOR TIME. • 


Dr. Fulkerson does not believe that hos­ 
tilities will begin until next spring. 


“Until very recently,” said Dr. Fulker­ 
son, “Ru.ssia did not believe that Japan 
would dare to fight. Recently Rus.sia be­ 
came convineced that w'ar was imminent, 
and the conviction found her unprepared. 
Since that time she has been bending 
every effort to get troops and ships to the 
far east and every day of delay is 
ad 
vantageous to her. Russia knows now that 
she must fight Japan and the czar and his 
advisers are using every subterfuge known 
to the famous Russian diplomacy to g&in 
lim e. In the work of moving troops from 
Europe the Thras-Siberian railroad is a 
tremendous aid to Rusisa, but moving 
troops along that road while parts 
of 
Siberia are covered wiih from six to eight 
feeet of snow is difficult work. Therefore 
Russia would rather wait vmtil spring. 


“Japan knows that Rusisa is playing for 
delay and that the best time for Japan to 
strike is now, but Japan also fears the 
extreme cold and heavy snows of North 
crn Corea, where it would be necessary 
to land troops. The only thing that will 
precipitate immediate at {’on is for Japan 
to decide that she will lose more thnn 
Russia will gain in delay. 


SLAV VS. ANGLO-SAXON. 


“The greatese calamity that could befail 
the Orient,“ continued Dr. Fulkerson, 
“would be the subjugation of Japan by 
Russia. Japan is the strongest factor for 
civilization in Asia. 
^Vherever 
Russia 
goes she kills civilization and shuts the 
door to t^e commerce of the world. Just 
now Japan is the'foremost obstacle be­ 
tween Russia and China. All the Orient 
and'most of the rest of the world know 
that Russia’s ultimate design is to absorb 
China. 
With Japan out of the way, the 
United States and England must inter­ 
pose to stop Russia’s advance. 
With 
Rufesia in possession of China all that 
great empire with its 426,000,000 people 
will be closed to the commerce of the 
world. The United States must stand with 
England to prevent this. America cannot 
expect to share in the commerce of the 
world unless she helps to police the world. 


“Thinking people see that there Is noW, 
going on i« the world a great struggle for 
race domination. The struggle Is between 
the Slav race,. repre.^ented by. the Rus- 
Hlahs^-land -the-Anglo-Saxon, .'tijither the 


Slav race or the Anglo-Saxon must rule 
the world. 
To oppose the Slav there is 
only the Anglo-Saxon. The Latin nations 
are dead. Russia, representing the Slavs 
has taken Manchuria and is reaching' out 
Corea. 
Next she hopes to inakc 
'Æinaé.her own and through C hint||to 
»ach^ ndia. That is her 
^ j e ^ v e 


lilpint and it is there that the g^E^t <ââ.sh

Dr. Fulker.son's work as vice consul 
was during the Spanlsh-Amerlcan war. 
Tl|e American college at Naga.sakl, of 
which Dr. Fulker.«?on is president, has 300 
«tüdénts and is one of thé largest schools 
in Japan. 
Dr. Fulkerson’s leave of ab- 
!4ence is until next September, at which 
time he expects to return to Japan, unless 
war prevents, by way of Rus.sia and the 
Trans-Siberian railroad.

A local democrat who is quietly 
oKsorving 
things 
and 
conditions 
said lie very much feared that the 
Democratic craft 
has 
careened to 
such an extent that there was seri­ 
ous apprehension 
of 
its becoming 
water logged 
before 
the national 
party convention 
is 
held. 
From 
various political centers indication 
were* that as much of a disposition 
existed in .some quarters to raise 
hades as there was a di.?positiou 
anywhere to conjure with the har­ 
mony plan, and that if the ctm- 
dition was not removed within a- 
short period he did not have much 
hope for united party action on any­ 
thing the nation! convention did. 


Speaking about 
local 
conditions 
the outlook did 
not 
appear 
any 
brighter. 
He suggested there was a 
divided party sentiment as to lead­ 
ership right here at hoine. 
While 
the llearst boom had flashed, meteor­ 
like, over this section and state and 
had apparently 
snuflFed 
all other 
booms out of existence, there were 
yet an appreciable sentiment favor- 
a*l>la to both Senator Gorman and 
Judge Parker, with a Cleveland hue 
faintly visible at times. 


The organization 
of 
the H earst 
club has stirred things up a little,

The Furnace Fire. 


An expert on the care of a fur­ 
nace furnishes the following ad- 
yice: Most furnaces ai'e built for a 
mixture of egg and stove coal. Aft­ 
er a fire is . well started and the 
rooms are sufliciently warm close 
all doors to Ihe furnace and turn 
the damper in the smoke flue off 
one-half. 
If too warm open, the 
slide in the upper door half w^ay. 
See that enough coal is on the fire 
to last for several hours with the 
furnace 
arranged 
as 
suggested. 
About 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
shake the grate and put on coal. 
AUow it to burn briskly and then 
shut off as directed. 
.Just before 
retiring put on four or five shovel­ 
fuls of coal, turn the damper three- 
.^uarters off and open the slide in 
the upper door one-half, 
if the 
»vind is blowing increase the quanti­ 
ty of coal put on and pull out the 
cooler. 
The fire will keep %vell all 
night. 


The Pie Box. 


A household convenience whicli 
no housewife should be without is 
a pie box—that is to say^, if the 
pies are made at home and not 
bought at the bakery ready made. 
A store box about fifteen inches 
square is about right for this pur­ 
pose. Put in six thin shelves. This 
will then hold seven pies and will 
save a lot of pantry room. 


The pie box may be fastened on a 
wooden dooi*, or it may be hung on 
the wall b}»^ means of a strong leath­ 
er strap or merely set on a shelf. In 
place of the box a frame, covered 
with netting and fastened to the 
door or wall, will be found* ‘ very 
uscf n 1.—Philadelphia TelegTam. 


Fried Bananas. 


A variation in fried bananas for a 
dessert is to fry them croquette 
fashion. The skin is removed, and 
they are cut in two, leaving square 
ends s(T they will stand upright: 
They are then rolled in Hour, and 
fried in hot fat. An excellent sauce 
to serve with them is a little cur­ 
rant jelly diluted with boiling wa­ 
ter and added to it a little shredded 
candied orange peel. A lemon sauce 
may be used if preferred. The lik­ 
ing for cooked bananas seems to be 
a cultivated one, but it is worth 
while to encourage the taste, for the 
fruit as a food is wholesome and 
nutritious. 


Stuffed Steak. 


After removing the beards from 
nine to ten oysters poach them for 
a minute or two in a little stock, 
being careful not to let it boil. 
Take rather a thick fillet of steak 
and make a deep cut in it trans­ 
versely, as if you were going to 
split the steak in half. In this open­ 
ing place the oysters, with a good 
seasoning of chopped parsley, pep­ 
per, salt, etc., and a tablespoonful 
of bread crumb*5. 
Close up the 
opening with one or two wooden 
skewers, grill the steak at once over 
a clear fire and serve with horse- 
raoisii .cauce and boiled vesfetablea-

It Is quite ditncult to predict the fu 
ture of radium, Ijitt 1 believe Its great 
field will be the domain of medicine 
ra^er than in warfare and commerce 
A physician with a tenth of a gram of 
radium could receive an uulimitecl 
nuinber of patients and effect cure 
after cure in case.s of lupus and, above 
ail, of cancerous aifec*tions. 


The scope of radium Is naturally af­ 
fected by its enormous cost, as an 
ounce is worth a king’s ransom—J?3d,- 
000. Ilecently, however, I received a 
communication from a firm in Buffalo, 
N. y., claiming to have a new' process 
for extracting radium from uranium, 
which will cheapen'the article.

A 
tepth of a gram left contiguous to a 
person is capable of producing complete 
paralysis: 
For this reason it might 
prove a dangerous medium in causing 
crtme which would defy detection if it 
ever became as easily obtained as other 
chemicals. 
It is also dangerous to 
bring a tenth of a gram into contact 
with a highly charged electric battery, 
because a sudden explosion is certain. 


At first we hoped that the blind 
would be benefited by it, for a particle 
of radium inclosed in a box, placed on 
the forehead, conveys a sensation of 
light to the eye, but we found it did 
not enable the blind person to distin 
guish objects. 
So far we have only 
used radium salts, and in minute 
quantities, yet the remarkable results 
produced show that the possibilities of 
the pure product are Inestimable. 


A man entei-ing a room where there 
is a pound of pure radium would per­ 
ish, but there is no fear of this, as only 
radium salts are yet obtainable from 
the barium found in Bohemia, called 
pitchblende, of which a ton often yields 
less than a gramme of radium salt. 
Already the mineral of .Toachimsthal, 
which gave my wife and myself our 
first material, is exhausted, and only a 
discovery of a veritable Klondike of 
radium will demonstrate the wonder­ 
ful force of this chemical so little un­ 
derstood even today by the most ardent 
Investigators. 


Before doing what Professor Gustave 
Lebpn has predicted, the blowing up of 
magazines, forts, and arsenals In the 
enemy’s country by using a small tube 
of radium, we shall have to find the 
requisite amount of pure radium. Its 
potentiality is wonderful, and I can 
even conceive a radium cannon project­ 
ing electric shocks great distances with 
deadly eflfecL

Not long af­ 
ter entering the Boston shipping 
house?, founded by his cousin, he went 
abroad, and from that time on lie wan 
dered1 all over the globe. 


In 1873 he began a career? as a lec 
fcurer and agitator and h^ld public 
debates with some of the ablest dc 
balers in the country. A few years 
ago hie made a trip around the worlc 
in s ixty days, saying af terwa rd thal; 
“psychic- forcfc” enabledJhim to over 
come all obstacles. 


One of the features of his event 
fuL life was his admiration for chil 
dren and' for years a familliar spec­ 
tacle in Madison Square garden* was 
“Citizen” Train on a bench surround­ 
ed by a group of little ones. 


Mr. Train’s last adventure occur­ 
red last summer, when he was quar 
antined at Stamford, Conn., in 
small pox isolation camp, and tlirct- 
ened that city with a suit for $50,00(1 
damages. He was the author of at 
least forty books, and frequently as­ 
serted that his “psychic power” event 
ually would make him the most pot 
ent. soverign of the earth. 


Train died, of heart disease causec 
by nephritis. 


Mr. Train lived on the top story of 
the Mill’s hotel* in a little room, pos­ 
sibly eight feet long and six feet 
wide. There “Citizen” Train enter 
tained many noted! visitors. 


No matter whatever else his gra­ 
ciousness or kindliness led him . to do 
Mr. Train did not up to the time of 
his death consent to shake the hand 
oi man or woman. 
For fourteen 
years he would not speak to man or 
woman. Children lie loved and' ador 
ed. He believed that old people ab­ 
sorbed from children what he called 
psychic force, especially the stronger 
ones fropa. the: weaker. 


There has been no character like 
George Francis Train. 
He was a 
wondierful combination, of egotism 
and ideas upon social questions.
